He refused to send them, as I did not 
pay, and was impertinent. I demand 
his dismissal.

Work-house as a lunatic. 



DisKSTABLisHMENT. — In the recent 
■ debate in the House of Lords'ou the 

bill to disoHtablish the Trisli Church, 
tlie spooidi of the Binhop of O.xford is 
ai^knowledged to have Ijoen the host 
delivoreil, having in largr;,!, muasii ic 
the qualities of warmth, feivor, readi* 
inesH^and spontaneity — if not, indeed, 
r cof wit and hurnor. Among his unepia- 
copal functions the IMshop ])ossosHes a 
rare talent for mimiciy, aud in (pioL- 
ing Lord Ci renville imitated liis in- 
genious and coaxing tones so oxaidly 
that even the noble earl joined in tiie 
It^ughter. "The unction," says Ihn 
London "Review," "with wliicl 
related the sardonic Dean of 
Patrick's thecny M.boiit the .Irish 
hops was irresistible. The Bishoji 
did not read the quotation, but gave 
it from raomory— how that in Dean 
Swift's time the iMiglish Minister used 
to select the best possiljlo man for an 
Irish bishop. Unhapi)ily for ptxjr 
L'oland the holy man, after his con- 
secration, always set out in his chariot 
to travel down to the west coast. But 
as, by the laws of geography, he had 
to pass over Hounslow Qeatb, the 
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highwaymen bosot hi.s cattle, murder- 
ed his servants, aud pitclied the bisliop 
into a ditch. 'Tire captain of tho 
highwaymen' (added the caustic Dean) 
'then puts on his grace's small-clothes 
aud goes over to Ireland, whore he acts 
a:s bishop in his stead.' It is true that 
the wit was tho Dean's and not tlie 
bishop's, but the loud and prolonged 
laughter was due in great part to the 
felicitous way in which the Bishop 
gave tho a]iologuo. Tho Conservative 
peers may have jjreforred the speiuih 
of Lord Derby, or Lord Salisbury, or 
the Lord Chancellor, but the favorite 
orator of the Peeresses' Gallery was 
certainly the bishop of Oxford." Tho 
point will be bcitter understood by the 
readers of the J)rawer when told that 
the Bisho[) of Oxford's side is tli,at 
wliich api)ointed "the best [lossible 
man for bishop," and that the "higii- 
wayman" is the man whom (iladstoiK 
would send over to fill tbo episcopal 
office. 

The Castalia. 

A "resident of Calais," gives to the 
"Times," Sept. 17; his experience of a 

trip acro.^9 the Channel in the twin 

steamer, Castalia, he says : — Huviiig 
seen tho Castalia (the new saliion twin 
steamer, ct)nstructed for the juirposc 
of* smoothing tho passage over tho 
Channel) arrive here almost daily 
with jiassengers, whoso number varied 
from 50 to 150, I had made up my 
mind to profit by tho lirst really ruugii 
day to cross with her ami to aciiuire 
by personal experience an idea of hor 
capabilities. Yesterday there was a 
very fresh wind and good swell in the 
sea, and though the waves wore not 
rolling bouse-high, I judged from tho 
appearance of the peojjlo who arrived 
by the nniil-boat that the ilpy would 
be very favorable for my pur[)ose. 
I, therefore, decided at once, had iny 
luncheon (a very good one, by-the- 
by) on board, and after taking up a 
few passengers who had lioon brought 
down froi-.i the -Paris train by omni- 
bus belonging to the Castalia Cam- 
pany wo started at l:lo p. m. 

As I said before, there was a good 
swell on the water, but I was at once 
agreeably surprised, when coining 
away from the jiierheads, to find that 
she kept very steady on the water, and 
I can assure you that during the 
whole voyage not one of about 50 pas- 
sengers appeared even to tliink of be- 
ing sea-sick. I had expected that her 
broad pioportions would have done 
away with tho rolling, but the pitch- 
ing could not be suppressed whereas I 
found that she was not at all jjitcliiug 
but that she would roll at very long 
intervals just once or twice, and then 
quietly steady herself again. I went 
(.lown into tho various saloons, and 
there noticed ('ve'ii less motion. \Vh(:ii 
r came on deck again the mail-boat 
had overtaken us, and then we could 
see tho great difTereneo in the two ves- 
sels. ^VIlereas we were going sto;idi- 
ly and quietly ahead, the mail-boat 
was thrown about like a mit-sliell. 1 
won't say that wo .saw her keel, but 
the paddle came several times out of 
the water, and then again we had a 
clear view of tha whole deck inclined 
towards us; and I need not tell you 
that there was no want of sicl: people 
using the basins and assisted by the 
crew. \\'e reached Dover aliout ten 
minuter later than tho mail boat, but 
amply in time for the passengers who 
wanted to catch the express train to 
L(jndou. 

I abstain from sjioaking about her 
splendid accommodations (jf every 
kind — largo and airy saloons, i}i i\:it(' 
cabins, sjiacious dock — others have 
already talked them to your read- 
ers; but 1 think it is worth while 
to let them knew that, not only 
in my humble opinion, but in eveiy 
one else's, without exception, whom I 
have seen to have ariived hero with 
her, tho Castalia is a perfect success 
as far as regards tho principle of re- 
ducing Koa-siekness to a mininiuin. It 
is a jnfy she does not go a little faster, 
t)ut still, if the railwa}' companies and 
tho owners could only come to terms 
I om certain that passengers would not 
mind half an hour's longer sea passage 
if Moa-sicknos3 is doim away with. 

I returned last night by tho mail 
boat , aud as the wind had Icept increas- 
ing the sea was still rouglior, and al- 
though 1 am a jiretty good sailor, I 
was heartily sea-sick, and oven now 
that I write I still feel drowsiness in 
my heail. I thing the smell on board 
of these sfoaiiiers and the noise of the 
machinery contribute a great deal to 
provoke an inclination for sea-sickiu!ss , 
whereas on buanl tho Castalia one en- 
joys the frosh sea air and is not pickl- 
ed up like herrings in a cask. 

I trust you will Iind spa(!e for these 
remarks, and by doing ho you will not 
only oblige tho writer, but also agreat 
many of those ;1()0,()(K) passengers who 
pass yearly this way.

Whatever may bo tho real amount of 
the damage inflicted by tho grasshop- 
per plague in Missouri, tho (rovernor's 
proclamation and its contradiction as 
just telegraphed only relloct a much 
widiu- controversy as to the territories 
beyond. These ha\o, at any rate, as 
we lately .showed from an account of 
the ( loverninent measures taken to 
meet distress reaching famine point in 
the Plalte and Nebiaska ilistricts, suf- 
fereil terribly from the visitation, a 
mere skirt of which has passed over 
Missouri. But this necessity for 
relief, the great sulYeringa endured 
by recent immigrants, and the back- 
ward state' of the newer terri- 
tories, :ivo now explained in an 
essay pulilislied by (ieneral Hazen, 
well ku'iwn on this side of the Atlan- 
iic as .Miliiaiy Commissioner with tho 
Germans during tho war, and as a 
to writer on foreign armies. Accoidiiig 
this, .Vmericaiis in particular and the 
world in general have been utterly de- 
biih'd hil hei Lo as to the value of the 
exti eme western territories. The very 
titie of his essay, "Our Barron Lands, 
speaks of its meaning. Ho calls by 
tins n;iine tlu! vast strip of country 
running from British territory down 
to .Mexico, aud lying generally west of 
the lUOth meridian of longit udo. It 
conqn-ises the western ends of Nebras- 
ka, Kansas, Texas, and Dakot-ii, to- 
gether with the v. hole of 
the newer territories or States of Ne- 
vada, Arizona, Utah, Colorado, New 
Mexico, Idaho, and Wyoming; and it 
is, he states, worthless for agricnlture 
111 a t-omiue'rcial sense, as agreat part 
will hardly raise any crojis at all, ow- 
ing to w.ant of rains, the almost uni- 
versal plague of grasshojjpers (which 
more thau take the place of locusts in 
tho East,) and the alkaline nature of 
the soil. Mineral wealth there may be 
scattered in it. but otherwise it is 
nearly valueless. If Gen. Hazen is 
right, it, is evident that certain san- 
guine views as to the speedy dovelop- 
lueiit of the I'uiteJ StatcH \)y ooiihtunt 
"moving' out West" iiiur-t bo aurioualy

The Deadlock- 

Beadera of the Standard, who eagerly 
Boannod its oolffmnB yesterday morning, 
mast have been considorably disappoint- 
ed ^t not finding therein a denial or at 
least an explanation of the fresh oompli- 
oations that ore said to imvo arisen be- 
tween (Jnnnda and this I'loviuoo. Cer- 
tainly the public iiro untitUnl to informa- 
tion on a subject so nourly ooucerniug 
their present und future prosperity. The 
assertion was broadly made in The Col- 
onist thiit the Cuuodiun Oovernmont had 
refused to make further poouiiiary ad- 
vances to tills tiovoriiuient, and that cer- 
tain drafts and checks upon Ottawa had 
been returned dishonored! This is a 
matter intimately afl'octing the solvency 
of the Govornmont and tho progress of 
the Province. Had tho sarao thing been 
published conooniiiig' a nioroiuitilo iirm 
having oxtonsivo riimitlcations iu every 
part of the couulry, with liundn-ds of 
persons dependent upon it fur .sul)sist- 
anoe, the country would hnvo been in- 
formed as to tho truth or falsity c.f tlio 
report within a very few houis after its 
promulguticm. I'ivery avenue through 
which information niiglit be siipiiDsed to 
percolate would be si^ari'.hed for reliable 
intelligence; and tiin parties most inter- 
ested would bo the tn-st to come forward 
to deny or ackuowL-dge the correctaesa 
of tho report, iu such a crisis und at 
such a time the Government are bound 
to make pablio all the information they 
may possess. If they have not overtaxed 
their borrowiug powers, if their drafts 
have not been dishoinn-ed, if matters 
have not como to a (leiulhick with Cana- 
da, it is their duty to allay public dis- 
trust and uueasinesb ut the earliest pos- 
sible moment. If, on the other baud, 
tbujy are the possessors of information 
■which, if published, will substantiate 
our statement, it is their duty to make it 
public without delay. There should be 
no shirking allowed. The people who 
are interested in the solvency of the Gov- 
ernment have au undoubted right to 
know how they stand. Oontraotors for 
pablio works, merohants who supply 
them, and men who labor on the con- 
tracts, have a right to demand to bo told 
if the financial jioliciy of the Government 
has proved a failure so as to guard 
against possible loss. Indeed, there are 
BO many weighty intei cKts hanging to and 
dependent upon the question that we are 
snrpriaed a single hour was allowed to 
elapse without an explanation being 
given. Months ago wo denounced the 
financial policy of the Crovernnieiit us 
rotten. \Vo told the country thiit to bor- 
row money of Canada at u time -when the 
Province exi)P9ted to luive a lawsuit with 
her was fraught with daugeraml disaster. 
In tho name of tho people wo protested 
against tho borrowing policy, and wo 
■were called traitors for our pains by the 
$3769-a-year organ of tho Government — 
an organ that is now as dumb as an 
oyster on a subject that nearly con^ 
ceres every man, wonuuj and child in the 
Province. Since Friday last riinioi-s of 
impending financial disaster have been 
fiying from mouth to mouth. It is said 
that contractors are in town vainly seek- 
ing payment on account of their contracts; 
that tho Banks have "shut down" oui tho 
Government; that the coiitniet on the 
cofferdam will not be coiisunmiatod ; that 
tho Government is already in debt i?,jU(),- 
000 with no prospect of paying any putt 
of it off; that Canada refuses to loan the 
Province any more money, and has do- 
dnoted the amonnt already loaned from 
the annual subsidy ; that agents of the 
Government have approached private in- 
dividuals for loans at heavy rates of in- 
terest and been refused; and that, gener- 
ally, the entire Government fabric is in a 
state bordering on collapse. 'J'o these re- 
ports is added the most signiticant and 
damaging of all, viz: that the Government 
received dispatches from Ottawa on tho 
28th of August last to tho cireet that NO 
MORE UKAFTS WOULD UK IIONOU- 
ED, and that tho House was di.-isolvod 
two days afterwards and tlio elections 
hurried on so that they might bo over bo- 
fore the news became generally known 
and the Government's political prospects 
injured thereby I If this last aocusation 
be true it is the most wicked not the Gov- 
ernment has y(>t l.'eca guilty of. With a 
full knowledge of thi^ fact that they had 
no money ami wc;ro not likely to get any, 
thoy awarded contracts, hold out delusive 
hopes of public improvements, made pro- 
mises to pay which cannot be fulfilled; 
and all for what ? To endeavor to have 
tools returned in tins various JJistricti 
who would vote for their polu;y no mut- 
ter how ruinous it might provu. Yes; 
they seem to have set coolly luid deliber- 
ately to work to erui'lly ;.nerilli;o and 
ruin men who put faith in their promises 
and engagements so that they might car 
ry the election! We now call on the Gov- 
ernment or its organ t > Htato clearly, ilis- 
tinctly and une(|uivocii,lly the iMfome 
state of affjiirs. Tlie (^ueatiou cannot be 
shirked. It is too momentoua— too far- 
reaching in its eflects to bo slurred over.

of Responsible Governraent; and even 
when the infamous Crown system of Gov 
ornmout was at its hist gasp, ho voted for 
its retontioii I These are fscts of which 
any one, by consulting the Journals of 
the Legislative Council, may inform him- 
self. The true mission of the Reform 
Party is to govern the Province in accord- 
ance with the wsU understood wisho.s of 
the people, and not in accordance with 
the selfish interests of cliques and rings. 
There is no danger of any organ of Ko- 
form supporting a system of Govornmont 
that is opposed to the spirit and genius 
of the age — a system that would perhaps 
be tolerated by subdued Hottentots or 
Russian serfs; bat which is loathed by 
freemen, and would be resisted to the 
death. No party, no man, no newspaper, 
that would advooiite a return to the Crown 
system of Oovernmont would meet with 
any oncouragoment from Reformers. 
What we fear is that the James' Bay Gov- 
ornmont are plotting to strangle our liber- 
ties and make themselves perpetual rulers 
with inherent olaimn on tlioir oflices!

active service. The business of the Asso 
ciation will bo conducted by five trustees, 
two of whom shall be tho Chief Engineer 
and the President for tho time being of 
the Firo Department, tho remaining three 
trusteoB to bo elected annually, one by 
each of the three existing fire companies, 
St their regular meeting in January of 
each year. The present members are: J. 
Wriggles worth, E. Grancini, Thos. Shot- 
bolt, E. Diakinson, and J. Sehl.

Editor Colonist:- There is very little 
news at present, with the exception that 
the enterprising Mr. Thiberts lias again 
added fresh laurels to those already won. 
Finding tlio presmit locations on Thiberts 
Creek nearly exhausted he concluded to 
try and induce the traders and others on 
Dease Creek to subscribe and put a shalt 
down on the upp(u- Thiberts Creek, as it 
was generally supposeil to bo rich could 
they but get to beilrock. However, ho 
had to give up the efl'ort in disgust, as 
ho failed to get any assistance from the 
very peojilo who had every dollar at 
stake in tho country and would therefore 
be most benefited by any chance-find in 
their vicinity. He therefore resolved to 
take a few sturdy miners with him and 
try it himself, with the following results: 
In three weeks he constructed au over- 
shot wheel, a thirty-fool pump, lliiineand 
wingdam high enough to stand high 
water, and is down with tho shaft 8 feet 
in gravel which, it is estimat-;d, will pay 
from S8 to 810 a day to thj hand and is 
quite sanguine of getting bigger pros- 
l)octs on bedrock; and yet the very par- 
ties who would not contributo a dollar 
aro arriving daily to ^tiko ground. There 
aro perhaps about -10)0 claim-i located al- 
ready. The prospect shaft is about 7 
lailos from the mouth of the crook. It is 
fair to jirisumo that this creek will now 
pay to tlie head. It is over 20 miles long 
and will atford employment ti over 500O 
men for years to come. In all probabi- 
lit3' this will turn out the best camp in 
tho Cassiar district if not the country, 
and yet wo have not a single voice in the 
itli'airs of the country, not one man to 
stand ui> in the local House of Parliament 
to represent our w.ints and advocate our 
interests, as any intelligent, hardwork- 
ing, hea\ily taxed jiooplo should have. 
Is this ju t towards a people strupglie j 
against every disadvantage ot sea- ■■.i, 
di."tanco, etc. , as we are No; it is any- 
thing but fair or just to disfranchise the 
people of Cae-yiar, who ask so littlo aud 
gut less, and who contribute such a 
large proportion of revenue.
